1.  At  a meeting  held  May  31sf,  1945,  your  Committee  gave 
consideration  to  the  Estimates  of  the  University  for  1945-46,  follov/- 
ing  which  it  was  agreed  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Comrrilttee,

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  noted  that  of  the  total 
increase  of  |357,318.00  special  items  account  for  37.7^  or  |134,340 
but  it  should  be  noted  these  figures  contain  two  nev/  and  very  impor- 
tant items,  viz:  $90-000.00  account  Academic  Pension  Fund  and  Group 
Life  Insurance,  and  $25,000.00  for  Scientific  Research.  Maintenance 
and  Buildings  (including  wages)  accounts  for  20.3^  or  $72,566.00. 
Salaries  account  for  42%  or  $150,412.00  of  which  $69,700.00  repre- 
sents salaries  of  members  of  staff  returned  from  war  service. 

Put  another  over  50^  of  the  increase  in  the  contem- 
plated expenditure  for  next  year  is  accounted  for  by: 

(a)  Members  of  staff  returned  from  war  service  $69,700.00 

(b)  Additional  provision  for  Academic  Pension  Fund 

and  Group  Life  Insurance  Plan  $90,000.00 

(c)  Scientific  Research  $25,000.00 

It  is  a matter  of  regret  that  In  some  respects  the  sal- 
aries paid  the  members  of  the  Academic  Staff  of  the  University  com- 
pare unfavourably  with  those  of  other  institutions  of  learning. 

Last  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  correct  some  of  the  inequalities 
by  increasing  salaries  $119,021.00  and  further  progress  along  this 
line  is  recommended  in  the  current  Estimates.  It  is  the  judgment  of 
your  CoToraittee  that  if  the  University  is  to  secure  the  right  type  of 
Professors,  then  the  scale  of  salaries,  particularly  those  in  the 
lower  brackets,  will  have  to  be  measurably  increased. 

It  is  further  recognized  that  if  the  highest  type  of 
Professor  is  to  be  attracted  to  and  held  by  the  University  then  a 
more  adequate  form  of  retiring  allowances  must  be  worked  out.  It  is 
also  felt  that  Group  Life  Insurance  under  an  obligatory  plan  should 
also  be  inaugurated  so  that  in  case  of  death,  dependents  would  be 
assured  of  a sum  equal  to  one  yearns  salary  of  the  deceased  plus  a 
return  of  all  payments  into  the  Pension  Fund  with  interest.  It  is 
conceivable  that  the  members  of  the  Academic  Staff  as  poorly  paid 
as  they  are  at  present  should  have  to  worry  over  what  will  happen 
to  them  in  their  o^d  age  or  to  their  dependents  in  case  of  death. 
Therefore,  in  order  to  make  a start  in  this  direction  your  Commit- 
tee has  entered  in  the  Estimates  an  additional  sura  of  $90,000.00. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  it  is  not  possible  to  fix  an  exact 
amount  until  all  details  of  the  plan  are  worked  out.  Likewise,  it 
would  appear  inadvisable  to  attempt  to  develop  any  plan  until  the 
necessary  funds  are  available. 

With  respect  to  maintenance  of  buildings,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  while  many  of  the  structures  are  very  old,  that 
funds  have  not  been  available  to  do  more  than  absolutely  necessary 
repairs.  It  would,  therefore,  seem  opportune  to  remind  the  Board 
that  in  all  likelihood  larger  appropriations  for  repairs  and  renew- 
als will  be  necessary  in  the  not  distant  future.

Mr.  T.  A.  Reed,  was  read  as  the  Report 
of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  look  into  the  question  of 
playing-field  accommodation  for  University  College  students:- 
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Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Senior  Members  of  the 

Athletic  Directorate 


’’The  Directorate  has  considered  the  request  on  behalf  of 
University  College  that,  for  a definite  portion  of  each  week  in 
the  fall  term  the  west  half  of  the  back  campus  be  assigned  to 
University  College  students  for  the  playing  of  rugby  and  soccer. 

The  Directorate  has  always  been  concerned  with  encouraging 
the  spirit  of  unity  among  all  the  Faculties  and  Colleges  and  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  granting  of  this  request  would  operate 
in  the  opposite  direction.  It  therefore  regrets  that  its  deci- 
sion is  against  granting  the  request,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  present  limited  playing-field  facilities. 

The  Directorate  begs  to  report  further  as  follows: - 

(1)  That  for  the  coming  session  the  present  system  in  connec- 
tion with  interfaculty  games  should  be  continued  as  long 
as  the  requirements  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
National  Defence  and  the  National  Selective  Service  in 
regard  to  drill  are  not  modified  or  abolished. 

(2)  That  under  peace-time  conditions  the  Directorate,  through 
its  Intramural  Sports  Committee  will  allocate,  as  far  as 
possible,  definite  practice  periods  for  the  teams  of  the 
Colleges  and  Faculties. 

(3)  PLAYING  FIELDS  - The  Directorate  would  point  out  that  the 
present  area  is  totally  inadequate  for  intramural  games 
such  as  rugby  and  soccer  for  the  normal  student  enrolment. 
(At  present  the  maximum  number  of  interfaculty  teams 

that  can  be  provided  for  is  rugby  9 teams,  soccer  12  teams.) 
To  promote  these  games  and  provide  further  facilities  for 
healthful  student  recreation  an  additional  playing  area  of 
at  least  2-^  acres  should  be  secured.  This  v/ould  materially 
alleviate  the  present  congested  conditions. 

(4)  TENNIS  COURTS  - The  question  of  tennis  courts  was  mentioned 
at  the  meeting  held  in  the  Superintendent’s  Office  on  April 
16th.  In  this  connection  the  Directorate  begs  to  recommend 
as  follov/s:

That  cleared  land  should  be  secured  by  the  Board  of  (Jover- 
nors  for  an  adequate  number  of  tennis  courts  - 24  if  possible. 

If  this 
can  be  secured  the  Athletic  Association  would  undertake  to 
construct,  operate  and  maintain  the  said  courts.

"Your  Committee  have  enquired  into  the  terms  of  the  Will 
of  the  late  W.  P.  Firth,  in  so  far  as  the^r  relate  to  gifts  made  to 
the  Board  of  Covernors  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  to  the 
trusts  connected  therewith.  Ownership  of  the  properties  in  which  the 
Will  purports  to  give  the  Board  of  Governors  an  interest,  has  also 
been  investigated,  as  well  as  other  circumstances  relevant  to  the 
trust  in  v/hich  the  Board  of  Governors  is  given  an  interest. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  recommend  that  the  Board  accept 
the  proposal  of  Ivlrs.  Firth,  the  widow  and  executrix  of  the  late  W.  P. 
Firth,  to  pay  forthwith  to  the  Board  the  sura  of  $14,000.,  either  in 
money  or  by  the  transfer  of  satisfactorjr  trustee  securities,  or 
partly  by  one  method,  and  partly  by  the  other,  and  that  the  same  sum 
of  $14,000.,  paid  in  manner  aforesaid,  be  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  in  full  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  all  right,  title, 
claim  or  interest  of  the  Board  of  Governors  in,  to  or  out  of  the 
estate  of  the  said  late  W.  P,  Firth,  or  arising  under  his  last  will 
and  testament,  and  that  a proper  release  and  discharge  thereof  be 
given  to  ISra,  Firth. 

The  said  sum  of  $14,000.,  when  so  received,  shall  be  held 
by  the  Board  of  Governors  as  a fund,  the  income  from  v/hich  shall  be 
loaned  to  needy  students  in  attendance  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
at  a lov/  rate  of  interest.  The  selection  of  the  recipients  of  the 
loans,  the  amounts  and  terras  therebf,  the  security,  if  an,y,  to  be 
furnished,  and  the  collection  and  enforcement  of  repayment  of  such 
loans,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  or  hy  any  Com- 
mittee to  whom  it  may  see  fit  to  delegate  its  pov/ers  herein.  The 
Board  of  Governors  shall  also  have  power  to  forgive  and  cancel  the 
indebtedness,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  cases  where  they  consider  it 
desirable  or  proper  to  do  so.  In  selecting  the  recipients  of  such 
loans  preference  shall  be  given  to  bona  fide  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends.  All  moneys  received  from  repayment  of  loans  shall  be 
retained  by  the  Board  of  Governors  for  the  general  purposes  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  so  that  there  will  at  no  time  be  any  accumu- 
lation of  income.

"From  recent  conversations  with  certain 
members  of  the  Conservatory  Board,  I have  gathered  the  impres- 
sion that  they  are  under  a complete- misunderstanding  as  to  their 
interest  in  the  recent  payment  of  $200,000  by  the  Provincial 
Government.

The  Post-Discharge  Re-Establishment  Order,  for  a full-time

on  behalf  of  any  person  for  the  programme  of  an  academic

(a)  Where  such  tuition  fees  are  paid, for  the  whole  of  any 
academic  year,  the  sum  of  $150;  and 

(b)  V/here  such  tuition  fees  are  paid  for  part  only  of  an 
academic  year,  a sum  v/hich  bears  the  same  relation  to 
the  sum  of  $150  as  such  part  bears  to  the  whole  academ- 
ic year, 

2.  The  supplementary  grant  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other 

payments  authorized  by  The  Post -Discharge  Re-Establishment 
Order  to  be  paid  to  a university  with  respect  to  persons 
herein  mentioned;  Provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall 
the  total  payments  made  by  the  Department  to  a university 
on  behalf  of  any  person  for  the  programme  of  an  academic

In  June  1888  he  entered  the  Bursar’s  Office  as  a 
Junior  Clerk.

(2)  The  Chancellor,  the  President  of  the  University,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  all  Ad- 
ministrative Committees.

Meetings. of  an  Administrative 
Committee  may  also  be  called  by  the  Vice-Chairman  thereof  or 
any  two  members  thereof. 

V/ritten  notice  of  a meeting  shall  be  given  to 
each  member  of  the  Administrative  Comraittee  at  least  forty- 
eight  hours  prior  to  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  by 
being  mailed  in  Toronto,  postage  prepaid,  to  each  member  ad- 
dressed to  him  at  his  address  as  it  appears  in  the  records  of 
the  Administrative  Committee.

Toronto,  for  the  use  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of  the 
said  University.

Your  Committee  re- 
commends to  the  Board  that  this  request  be  granted  and  approval 
given,  subject  to  satisfactory  arrangements  being  made,  includ- 
ing the  financial  conditions.  A further  extension  into  the 
Session  of  1946-47  would  not  be  possible  in  viev/  of  the  demands 
for  accorariodation  at  the  Ajax  Division  by  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  and  Engineering  for  both  First  and  Second  Years  during 
that  Session. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Colonel  Phillips,  had 
requested  the  University  Auditors,  Messrs,  Clarkson,  Uordon, 
Dilworth  and  Nash,  to  submit  suggestions  regarding  the  account- 
ing system,  administration,  etc. , to  be  set  up  at  Ajax,  and  had 
suggested  that  when  the  Auditors*  report  in  this  connection  had 
been  c.ompleted  the  Bursar  arrange  for  a meeting  of  the  follow- 
ing to  consider  the  same:-

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Memorandum  re  Accounting  System  - Ajax  Division 


In  tills  memorandum  various  tentative  suggestions  as  to  the  man- 
ner in  v/hich  the  accounts  of  the  Ajax  Division  might  be  handled  are 
set  out.  The  accounting  system  reouired  v/ill  depend  on  the  adminis- 
trative organization  of  the  Ajax  Division  and  it  is  probable  that 
when  the  proposed  set-up  is  kno^ym  it  vyill  be  necessary  to  amend  some 
of  these  suggestions. 

Requirements 

The  accounting  system  must  meet  the  requirements  of  - 

(1)  The  Dominion  Croverniaent  - The  Dominion  Government  will  have  to  be 

satisfied  that  subsidies  and  fees  paid  out  of  rehabilitation 
grants  are  properlj?"  accounted  for.  This  problem  is  no  different 
from  that  which  v^rill  have  to  be  met  in  the  main  accounts  of  the 
University.  The  Dominion  Government  may  likewise  have  to  be 
satisfied  as  to  tlie  buildings  and  equipment  taken  over  from 
Defence  Industries  Limited  virhich  must  be  returned.  As,  however, 
the  properties  are  only  being  leased  by  the  University,  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  reflect  the  buildings  and  equipment 
taken  over  in  the  accounts.  Instead,  an  inventory  should  be 
taken  or  plans  filed  and  this  will  presumabli'^  be  done  by  the 
Superintendent. 

(2)  The  Ontario  Government  - It  is  understood  that  the  Ontario  Govern- 

ment has  agreed  to  meet  the  deficit  on  the  Ajax  operations.  This 
makes  it  imperative  that  the  accounts  show  clearly  the  ne t cost 
if  the  Ajax  operation  after  including  all  expenses  properly 
applicable  to  that  operation  and  after  having  given  credit  for 
ali  fees  and  other  revenues  obtained.  The  immediate  problem  is 
to  obtain  a total  net  cost  of  the  Ajax  operation  and  to  obtain 
it  promptly  so  that  time  will  not  be  wasted  in  arriving  at  a 
settleraent.  Later  the  governiaent  will  no  doubt  be  interested 
in  details  of  the  cost  in  order  to  determine  that  it  is  not 
excessive. 

(3)  The  Governors  - The  Governors  will  be  interested  in  obtaining 

regular  statements  showing  hovi  much  the  cost  of  the  Ajax  opera- 
tion is  and  to  what  extent  this  is  being  met  out  of  fees  and 
subsidies.  The  accounting  sj’^stem  must  also  provide  a basis  for 
establishing  detailed  estimates  after  the  division  is  properly 
established. 

Admi n i s t r at ion 

Having  regard  to  the  requirements  set  out  above,  it  is  recommended 
that  the  accounting  operations  of  the  Ajax  Division  be  entirely  separ- 
ated from  those  of  the  main  campus  and  that  separate  bank  accounts  and 
separate  books  of  account  be  kept  in  the  office  at  Ajax.  The  Ajax 
accounting  operations  should  be  administered  by  an  accountant  or  deputy 
Bursar  responsible  to  the  Bursar,  and  working  closely  v/ith  the  direc- 
tor at  Ajax  and  the  Superintendent’s  deputy.  The  Ajax  accountant 
should  be  a man  of  considerable  ability  - preferably  a returned  man 
who  is  a University  graduate  and  v/ith  considerable  accounting  experi- 
ence, possibly  a Chartered  Accountant.  It  would,  of  course,  be  desir- 
able, if  the  right  man  is  available,  to  promote  some  one  from  the 
Bursar’s  Office  to  the  position  as  he  would  have  the  advantage  of  being 
familiar  with  the  v\/orking  of  the  University, 

Accountant’s  Duties  - We  think  that  the  Ajax  accountant  should  be 
appointed  immediately  end,  if  promoted  from  the  staff,  freed  from  all 
other  duties  at  once.  The  3^-  months  which  remain  before  the  Ajax 
Division  opens  will  be  little  enough  time  in  v^ich  to  organize  the 
work  so  that  the  accounting  and  collection  of  fees  v/ill  run  smoothly. 
The  work  should  be  comiaenced  irmaediately  in  Toronto  and  the  accountant 
would  move  out  to  Ajax  as  soon  as  proper  office  accommodation  was 
available  there.  His  imraediate  duties  v<Jould  Include: 
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(1)  Planning  the  basis  of  operations  including  the  account- j 

ing  system  and  the  office  routine,  | 

(2)  Engaging  and  training  the  necessary  staff. 

(3)  Obtaining  the  necessary  equipment  and  forms  for  this  j 

work.  j| 

(4)  Handling  the  current  transactions,  on  Ajax  account.  ■: 

He  should  report  regularly  to  Mr.  Higginbottom  who  would  give 
him  the  benefit  of  his  advice  and  see  that  he  v/as  carrying  out  | 
the  duties  which  were  expected  of  him.  We  shall  be  glad  to 
discuss  with  him  from  time  to  time  the  problems  which  will 
arise  and  give  him  what  help  and  assistance  we  can. 

After  the  Ajax  Division  opens  the  accountant  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  - 

(1)  Collections  and  billings. 

(2)  Payment  of  wages  and  accounts  (subject  to  the  usual 

safeguards. 

(3)  Office  management. 

(4)  Preparation  of  necessary  accounts  and  statements. includ- 

ing monthly  statements  of  expenditures  and  revemies 
to  be  submitted  to  the  President,  the  Director  of  the 
, Ajax  Division,  the  Bursar,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Comrait- 
tee . 

Accounts 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Ajax  Division  be  operated  on  a 
revenue  and  expenditure  basis,  i.e.  v/hen  an  account  is  received 
the  liability  should  be  set  up  and  at  the  end  of  each  month 
provision  should  be  made  for  accrued  liabilities  and  prepaid 
expenses.  This  differs  from  the  system  follov/ed  at  the  Univer- 
sitjr  but  onlj'’  in  this  }Nay  does  it  seem  possible  to  obtain  an 
effective  control  of  operations  and  at  the  same  time  close  the 
books  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  month.  The  Bursar’s  office 
at  present  operates  on  a cash  basis  and  in  order  to  reflect  in 
the  accounts  the  items  applicable  to  the  proper  fiscal  year 
it  is  necessary  to  hold  the  books  open  for  a considerable  period 
after  the  end  of  the  year.  In  order  to  change  over  to  a reven- 
ue and  expenditure  basis  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  the 
approval  of  the  Ontario  Government  and  it  is  suggested  that 
this  should  be  discussed  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  I' 

Governors  as  soon  as  possible.  . | 

So  far  as  the  fiscal  year  1945-46  is  concerned,  there  does 
not  seem  to  be  any  advantage  in  trying  to  use  detailed  estim- 
ates as,  until  the  nature  and  extent  of  operations  are  better 
known,  any  such  estimates  could  be  nothing  better  than  a guess. 
Later  it  will  no  doubt  be  desirable  to  prepare  detailed  estim- 
ates at  the  beginning  of  each  year,  but  the  question  as  to 
whether  these  should  be  incorporated  in  the  accounts  may  be 
left  until  that  time.  By  eliminating  them  from  the  accounts 
at  present  it  v/111  be  possible  to  simplify'-  the  accounting  re- 
cords considerably. 

It  is  also  recor/imended  that  the  number  of  accounts  to  be 
kept  should  be  reduced  to  a lainimum  and  with  this  in  mind  the 
follov/ing  is  suggested: 

Capital  Accounts 

Capital  Expenditures 

( 1 ) Construction  lind  alterations  - Only  one  general  ledger 
account  need  be  kept  for  the  time  being  but  invoices, 
time  sheets,  etc,  should  show  separately  the  build- 
ing concerned.  In  this  way  it  will  be  possible  to 
build  up  a subsidiary  ledger  analyzing  the  cost  of 
buildings.  The  only  prerequisite  in  this  connection 
is  to  make  sure  that  all  buildings  are  named  at 
once  and  that  the  names  are  clearly  understood  bjr  all. 
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(2)  Equipment  Accounts  - Again  one  general  ledger  account  can 
be  kept  but  on  each  invoice,  time  sheet,  etc.  there 
should^ be  noted  the  department  concerned  (for  example 
mechanical  engineering,  accounting  office,  etc.) 

Current  Expenditures 

For  each  academic  department  (that  is,  mechanical  engineering, 
electrical  engineering,  mathematics,  etc.)

The  preparation  of  a detailed  schedule  of  these  accounts 
should  be  one  of  the  first  functions  of  the  Accountant  or  Deputy- 
Bursar.  The  actual  list  of  accounts  cannot  be  completed  until  the 
particulars  of  the  operations  are  known,  etc.  The  Accountant 
should,  therefore,  spend  considerable  time  in  reviewing  the 
various  activities  with  the  Director  of  the  Division  and  the  Su- 
perintendent . 


The  Chairman  presented  certain  corres-

Gordon,  of  Messrs.  Clarkson,  Gordon,  Dilworth  and  Nash,  to  make, 
copies  of  which  were  circulated  among  the  various  members  and 
approved.

I am  satisfied  that  the  By-Laws  defining  their  previous 
responsibilities  are  inadequate  to  our  present  task  and  conse- 
quently I propose  to  the  Board  that  the  following  series  of 
instructions  be  adopted  as  the  definition  of  the  responsibili- 
ties of  the  respective  Committees. 

Personally,  I am  convinced  that  responsibility  can  be 
only  delegated  effectively  to  an  individual  such  as  the  Chair- 
man of  a Committee.  This  step  would  represent  such  a break 
from  past  practice  that  I am  not  proposing  to  do  otherwise 

^ than  direct  the  instruction  to  the  Committee  as  a whole.  Nev- 
ertheless, as  I envisage  our  work  this  coming  year,  it  would 
be  idle  to  pretend  that  responsibility  much  greater  than  hith- 
erto falls  upon  the  individual  Chairman.  I feel  stronglj'-  that 
the  Board  is  entitled  to  regular  reports  in  a more  or  less 
formal  way,  and  that  such  reports  should  embody  the  collective 
judgment  of  the  Committee  as  a whole. 

This  effort  to  set  out  the  responsibilities  of  Commit- 
tees is  necessarily  imperfect  and  we  will  all  understand  that 
substantial  revisions  may  well  recommend  themselves.  However, 
in  my  view  the  Committees  themselves,  when  they  begin  to 
grapple  with  their  task,  are  the  obvious  source  of  such  recom- 
mendations for  altered  instructions.  It  is  therefore  proposed 
that  we  adopt  these  instructions  as  they  stand  and  deal  from 
time  to  time  with  r ecomraendations  for  necessary  changes  as 
they  arise. 

j As  regards  the  naming  of  ilovernors  to  these  Committees, 

I believe  that  it  is  no  part  of  the  Chairman’s  duty  to  appoint 
individuals  to  Committees.  That  is  the  function  of  the  Board. 
I realize,  however,  that  if  no  one  makes  any  suggestions  we 
are  likely,  to  have  difficulty  in  completing  the  Committees  at 
this  meeting.  I therefore  venture  merely  as  a nomination  to 
suggest  names  as  appearing  on  the  memorandum  sheets  now  before 
each  Oovernor.  Under  By-Law  43  we  have  uniform  procedure  and 
considerable  flexibility  as  to  numbers  and  composition  of  the 
Committees.  I suggest  that  we  should  not  hesitate  to  change 
the  composition  of  Committees  frequently  as  necessity  arises, 
indeed,  that  we  should  be  very  flexible  in  this  matter. 

I regret  the  fact  that  a few  Governors  again  this  year 
may  have  to  carry  the  burden  of  Committee  work.  This  is  a 
matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Governors  individually  and  the 
Board  as  a whole,  but  I point  out  it  is  useless  to  appoint 
to  Committees  members  who  obviously  will  not  attend  meetings.”

From  Mr.  E.  L.  Frankel,  transmitting  an  offer  of  the  Pales-' 
tine  Lodge  to  establish  a Bursary  Fund  in  the  School  of  Social 
Work  on  the  following  basis 

’‘That  the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  v\^ich 
’ was  collected  in  commemoration  of  our  25th  Anniversary 
be  deposited  with  the  University  of  Toronto  to  form  the

The  records  indicate  that  broadly  speaking  members  of  the 
academic  staff  are  not  heavy  buyers  of  life  insurance.  The 
reason  is  fairly  obvious,  but  be  that  as  it  may,  your  Committee 
is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be  tied  in  with 
the  pension  scheme  a plan  for  group  life  insurance.  As  age  or 
condition  of  health  has  no  bearing  on  this  tj^pe  of  insurance, 
it  means  many  who  are  uninsurable  now, or  who  cannot  afford  it  due 
to  the  high  rates  for  those  of  advanced  3'’ears,  will  be  able  to 
secure  considerable  protection  for  their  dependents. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  group  life  insurance  plan 
be  extended  to  members  of  the  non-academic  staff,  the  only  limi- 
tation being  temporary  or  casual  eraplo3'’ees.  Details  to  be  worked 
out  later. 

Amount  of  Life  Insurance 

Each  participant *s  life  we  suggest  should  be  insured  for  an 
amount  approximately  equal  to  his  annual  salary,  excepting  female 
participants  who  will  be  insured  for  a flat  amount,  ^1,000.00.

He  graduated, 
as  a member  of  University  College,  from  this  University, 
receiving  his  B.A.  degree  in  1891  and  his  LL.B.  in  1892. 
jlfter  a long  and  successful  career  at  the  Bar,  he  v/as  ap- 
pointed a Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  on  December 
. 4,  1916,  and  Chief  Justice  and  President  of  the  High  Court 
for  Ontario  on  October  2,  1930.  He  was  a sound  and  learned 
. lawyer,  and  one  of  the  ablest  judges  on  the  Bench.  He  be- 
. came  a Governor  of  the  University  of  Toronto  in  January, 

. 1927.  His  acute  mind  and  judicial  temperament  contributed 
greatly  to  the  soundness  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Board. 
Alwajrs  courteous  and  considerate  of  the  views  of  others, 
cautious  yet  decisive,  he  gave  opinions  which  always  carried 
great  weight.  To  him  ’justice  was  truth  in  action*.  The 
University  honoured  itself  by  conferring  upon  him  its  high- 
est academic  honour,  LL.D.,  honoris  causa,  in  1943.

The  Superintendent  and  the  Athletic  Staff  were  directed 
to  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  obtaining  or  constructing  a 
building  250 » x 125*  suitable  for  indoor  athletics.  Professor 
Wrifcht  remarked  that  lack  of  sufficient  athletic  facilities  would 
imnair  teaching,  and  others  at  the  meeting  stressed  the  necessity 
of^an  adequate  athletic  prograiome  as  a means  of  maintaining  student 
morale  in  as  isolated  a place  as  Ajax. 

The  Superintendent  reported  that  certain  fire  depart- 
ment and  power  house  staff  and  other  key  maintenance  personnel  have 
been  engaged  to  vjork  for  the  University  following  the  discontinu- 
ance of  their  services  by  Defence  Industries  Limited.

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It  was  cons,idered  that  sone  one  person,  possibly,  acad 
emic,  should  be  in  qharge  of  residences  with  respect  to  alloca 
tion  of  rooms,  and  the  general  supervision  of  the  students, 
etc.,  and  that  there  should  be  a Don  in  charge  of  each  resid- 
ence. 

The  Bursar  stressed  the  need  for  a proper  provision 
for  a Bursar’s  Office  at  Ajax  including  a vault,  installation 
of  equipment,  cages  and  accounting  machines,  and  the  early 
installation  of  an  accounting  system,  and  also  the  need  for 
retaining  any  necessary  clerical  and  accounting  staff  now 
employed  by  Defence  Industries  Limited, 

. It  v/as  considered  that  rates  for  meals  and  residence 
rooms, should  be  established  soon  and  consideration  be  given 
in  setting  the  rates  to  the  fact  that  many  students  would  be 
away  for  v;eek-ends,.

In  the  case  of  item  3,  defining  the  meaning  of 
Canadian,  the  Committee  considered  that  this  matter  should  be 
left  to  the  MoCharles  Comraittee  to  decide  in  any  specific  case, 
e,g.,^the  definition  laid  down  says  that  the  candidate  must  be 
born  in  Canada,  but  the  Committee  felt  that  if  a person  dorai- 
C'iled  in  Canada  was  a British  subject  and  had  been  brought  to 
Canada  at  such  an  age  that  practically  all  his  education  v/as 
obtained  in  Canada,  he  should  be  eligible  for  the  Prize. 

However,  the  main  points  which  the  Committee 
would  like  to  have  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors has  to  do  with  the  outline  of  item  6.

History  Course,  who  enlisted  in  the  R.C.A.F.  and  died  in  England 
in  June,  1944. 

The  Governors  were  extremely  sorry  to  learn  of  the  death  of 
Mr.  Graj'’ , and  referred  to  the  Senate  for  consideration  the  follov/- 
ing  terms  of  award  previously  transmitted  by  the  late  lir.  Gray  for 
the  scholarship  v^hich  it  was  his  desire  should  be  established  from 
the  bequest:-

the  Estate,  a scholarship  be  given  to  a student  in  the  Honour 
Modern  History  Course,  chosen  at  the  discretion  of  the  faculty

44  Glendonwynne  Rd.,  Toronto,  on  the  grounds  of  outstanding 
intellectual  ability,  true  Christian  integrity,  and  of  high 
future  promise;  the  award  to  be  made  at  that  point  in  the

In  writing  to  the  President  Mr.  Gray’s  father  stated  that 
the  remainder  of  the  bequest,  $1,200  in  bonds,  was  with  the  Cana- 
dian Bank  of  Commerce  and  would  be  for^varded  by  the  Bank  upon  in- 
structions from  the  Uni versitj/-.  Mr,  Gray  also  indicated  that  he 
may  be  able  to  increase  the  amount  of  the  gift  to  $3,000  to  the 
end  that  there  v/ould  be  In  the  neighbourhood  of  a yearlv  income

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The  Chairman  reviewed  briefly  the  development  of 
Conservatory-University  relations,  stressing  the  simple  fact  that 
the  intentions  of  the  Act  of  1919  have  not  been  effectively  im- 
plemented. There  was  no  necessity  to  seek  for  any  underlying 
reasons,  but  it  v?as  sufficient  to  stress  the  fact  that  the  Board 
of  GrOi''ernors  were  concerned  that  their  responsibilities  under  the 
Act  were  effectively  discharged. 

To  make  possible  an  effective  discharge  of  these  re- 
sponsibilities, a radical  clarification  of  the  relationship  of 
the  Conservatory  to  the  University  was  necessary,  and  previous 
discussions  had  been  directed  to  this  end. 

The  view  of  the  Board  of  Crovernors  of  the  University 
was  clearly  sumraarized  in  a resolution  setting  out  the  responsib- 
l].ities  of  the  Conservatory  of  Music  Committee.  In  the  earlier 
discussions  the  Board  concluded  that  a surrender  of  the  Conserva- 
tory Charter  was  essential.  After  an  extended  exchange  of  views 
on  this  point  the  Board  of  Governors  was  nov/  prepared  to  abandon 
for  the  time  being  any  question  of  the  surrender  of  the  Charter. 

The  views  of  the  University  Solicitor  as  set  forth 
in  a letter  were  discussed  in  detail,  and  it  was  agreed  v/ithout 
dissent  that  the  objective  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Uni- 
versity could  be  readily  achieved  by  continuing  the  existence 
of  the  Conservatory  as  a corporation,  and  agreeing  to  the  right 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  to  appoint  a Conser- 
va^tory  Committee  with  the  general  responsibilities,  authority 
and  objectives  as  set  forth  in  the  resolution.  This  would  in- 
volve a general  revision  of  the  present  by-laws  of  the  Conser- 
vatoipr,  and  it  was  agreed  that  this  would  be  undertaken  forth- 
v/ith,  and  that  the  present'  Conservatory  Board  with  the  least 
possible  delay  would  revise  their  by-laws,  etc.,  as  might  be 
required  to  give  effect  to  the  agreement. 

Dr.  Edward  Johnson  outlined  in  brief  and  clear 
terms  his  views  on  the  future  of  the  Conservatory,  and  it  v/as 
quite  obvious  that  these  views  and  hopes  were  equally  shared 
by  all  present,  c 

After  discussion.  Dr.  Johnson  v/as  elected  Chairman 
of  the  Conservatory  Committee  and  took  the  Chair.  After  discus- 
sion, lir.  Bishop  was  elected  Vice-Chairman. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Comiaittee  v^hich  was  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  would  be  known  as  the  Conservatory  Com- 
mittee, and'  that  all  concerned  v/ould  take  such  steps  as  were 
necessary  to  appoint  the  personnel  at  present  constituting  the 
administrative"  committee  of  the  Conservatory. 

There  was  some  discussion  as  to  the  creation  of  a 
Board  of  Regents.  It  was  emphasized  in  the  clearest  possible 
terms  that  the  administrative  str\icture  of  the  Conservatory 
must  be  created  within  the  responsibility  of  the  Coromittee,  and 
the  form  it  would  take  would  be  determined  by  the  Committee  it- 
self in  future  meetings.  It  vms,  however,  agreed  that  Mr. 
Chalmers  and  lir.  Bishop  in  discussion  with  their  colleagues  on 
the  nresent  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Conservatory  night  go  so 
far  as  to  indicate  that  those  members  of  the  old  Board  who  were 
not  to  be  members  of  the  new  Committee  might  look  forward  to 
an  appointment  on  the  Board  of  Regents  whicli  would  possibly  be 
created. 

There  was  extended  discussion  on  certain  adminis- 
trative details,  for  example,  an  omnibus  conveyance  to  the  Uni- 
versitj)^  covering  such  assets  as  had  not  previously  been  trans- 
ferred. It  was"  agreed  that  this  was  an  adjainistrative  matter 
to  be  discussed  by  the  Coinmittee,  but  it  was  clearly  imp].ied 
that  as  a practical  matter  current  leases  might  still  remain 
in  the  name  of  the  Conservatory. 
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It  was  agreed  that  the  publicity  in  connection 
with  the  appointment,  and  particularly  the  Chairmanship  of 
the  Committee  by  Dr.  Johnson,  v/ould  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
iir.  Chalmers,  who  would  communicate^  as  night  be  necessary  his 
views  and  material  to  Dr.  Sidney  Smith  some  time  within  the 
next  three  weeks,  and  that  such  publicity  as  v\ras  agreed  upon 
between  them  would  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  ITniversitjr, 

It  was  agreed  that  the  responsibility  of  the 
Board  of  Grovernors  in  initiating  and  carrying  through  the 
negotiations  which  now  appeared  to  have  come  to  a completely 
harmonious  and  satisfactory  end  v/as  now  largely  terminated, 
and  t}iat  their  active  interest  in  the  Conservatory  would, 
it  is  hoped,  in  the  future  be  exclusively  expressed  through 
the  Conservatory  Committee,  and  that  following  this  principle 
tlie  alterations  and  new  by-laws  to  be  prepared  bj/-  the  Con- 
servatory would  be  arranged  by  ISr,  Bishop  and  iir.-  Chalmers 
by  direct  contact  v/ith  the  solicitor. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  publicity  should  follow 
the  approval  of  the  draft  of  the  new  by-laws  and  that  the 
outline  of  such  an  understanding  should  be  coromunicated  on 
behalf  of  the  University  to  the  solicitor. 

A motion  expressing  the  deep  appreciation  of 
all  prcvsent  to  }J[r,  Bishop  and  ivir.  Chalmers  for  their  untir- 
ing work  on  behalf  of  the  Conservator^^  v/as  agreed  to.

II,  House  Comraittee : 

There  shall  be  elected  in  each  House,  by  the  mem- 
bers thereof  and  in  a manner  to  be  determined  by  them  a 
House  Committee  of  six  members.  The  Housemaster  shall  be 
a member,  ex-officio,  but  without  a vote,  of  his  respec- 
tive House  Committee;  and  shall  be  notified  of  all  the 
meetings  of  the  Coinraittee .

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its  laembers  anv  necessar^r  officers,  including  a Chairraan,  and  a Sec- 
ret arjr-Trea  surer . « 

1.  Each  House  Committee  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  proceed- 
ings and  of  all  meetings  of  members  of  its  respective 
House;  and  shall  issue  all  reports  and  statements  in 
v;riting. 

Each  House  Committee  shall  enforce  (a)  the  three  general 
rules  laid  dovm  by  the  University,  designated  to  prevent 
hazing,  the  use  of  intoxicants,  and  gambling;  and  shall 
undertake  supervision  over  the  conduct  of  the  occupants; 
and  (b)  siiall  enact  and  enforce  such  other  rules  as  it 
nay  consider  to  be  in  the  interests  of  the  House. 

In  dealing  v\dth  infractions  of  the  rules  referred  to  in 
II  2 (a)  a House  Coxanittee  shall  make  a report  of  its 
findings  to  the  Residence  Committee,  and  may  add  a recom- 
mendation as  to  the  measures  to  be  taken. 

In  the  event  that  the  House  Committee  or  Joint  House 
Coniaittee  considers  an  offence  serious  enough  to  warrant 
dismissal  of  the  student  concerned,  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Residence  Committee  for  consideration, 

III,  Joint  House  Comiaittee: 

There  shall  be  established  a Joint  House  Committee  com- 
posed of  the  Chairman  of  each  House  Comiaittee.  The  Housemasters 
shall  be  members  ex-officio  of  this  Committee  but  without  a vote. 
The  Coromittee  shall  appoint  one  from  any  of  its  members  to  act  as 
Secretary-Treasurer , who  shall  record  the  minutes  of  meetings  of 
the  Committee  and  administer  any  funds  at  its  disposal.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  promote  and  integrate  Residence  activities  and  shall 
take  any  concerted  action  deemed  necessary  to  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Residence  as  a v^ihole.  It  shall  meet  monthly.  Special 
meetings  may  be  held  when  considered  necessary  by  the  Supervisor 
of  Residenries,  or  at  the  request  of  a maj’ority  of  House  Committee 
Chairmen. 

1,  Any  regulations  established  by  the  Joint  House  CoLimit- 
■ • tee  shall  be  enforced  by  each  House  Committee  on  the 
members  of  its  House. 

At  the  opening  of  each  academic  session,  the  Joint  House 
Comiaittee  shall  establish  a Residence  fee  to  cover  the 
cost  of  social,  athletic,  and  any  other  activities  ap- 
proved by  the  Comiaittee,  This  fee  shall  be  collected 
bv  the  Secretarv-Treasurer  of  the  Comiaittee.

Ladies  may  be  invited  to  the  Residence  Common  Rooms  on 
Sundays  betvy^een  the  hours  of  3:00  and  8:00  p.m.

Ho  occupant  shall  be  permitted  to  operate  a radio  until 
he  has  obtained,  through  the  House  Cororaittee,  a formal 
permission  from  his  Housemaster.  This  formal  permis- 
sion will  be  given  on  presentation  of  a radio  license 
and,  to  be  valid,  must  bear  the  number  cf*  the  license. 

In  the  event  of  damages  of  the  Residence  or  the  contents 
thereof,  the  Housemaster  and  the  House  Coramittee  con- 
cerned, shall  be  infortned.  The  House  Go/amittee  or,  in 
the  event  of  two  or  more  Houses  being  involved , ^ the 
Joint  House  Coramittee  shall  place  the  responsibilit y , 
individuallv  or  collectively,  for  the  damages;  and 
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when  its  report  is  submitted  to  the  Deputy  Super- 
intendent, the  bill  will  be  rendered  to  the  re- 
sponsible person  or  persons . through  the  appropri- 
ate Housemaster  and  House  Comiiittee. 

The  Joint  House  Committee  or  the  House  Gomraittee 
concerned  shall,  in  all  circumstances  not  covered 
hy  specific  regulations,  take  such  action  as  is

In  the  enforcement  of  II  B (b)  and  IV  3,  the 
Joint  House  Comi.iittee  or  the  House  Committee  as 
the  case  may  be  shall  be  empowered  to  hold  an 
investigation,  to  summon  witnesses,  and  to  come 
to  a finding.

orial Scholarship  in  Modern  Languages  in  the  University  of 
Toronto  Schools,  these  conditions  having  already  been  approved

1.  The  scholarship  shall  be  known  as  the  Erskine  Eaton  Mem- 

orial Scholarship  in  Modern  Languages. 

2.  The  holder  of  the  scholarship  shall  have  his  full  tuition 

Any  amount  re- 
quired, in  addition  to  the  yearly  earning  of  the  en-

(i)  marked  proficiency  in  modern  languages  of  the 
Middle  School,  especially  French,  and  contin- 
uance of -the  study  of  Modern  Languages  in  the 
Upijer  School;

(iii)  interest  in  school  activities. 

5.  The  scholarship  shall  be  presented  at  the  Annual  Prize

It 
indicated  that  as  of  Januarjr  29,  1946,  there  were  enrolled  in  the 
Ajax  Division  1 , B80 ' students , of  whom  1,039  were  "veterans  and  351 
non-veterans.  The  numbers  included  9 women  students.  It  was  es- 
timated that  oh  the  basis  of  enquiries  concerning  the  courses  in 
Applied  Science 'and  Engineering  there  might  be  1,450  students  in 
the  Eirst  Year  at  Ajax  next  Session,  and  also  an  estimated  Second 
Year  of  1,400,  making  a possible  total  of  2,850  students  in  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  in  the  Ajax  Division 
for  the  1946-47  Session. 

Superintendent  * s Report 

The  Superintendent’s  report  was  presented  hy  llr.  Short- 
reed,  Deputy  Superintendent,  Ajax  Division.  The  report  indicated 
that  it  was  anticipated  that  the  Capital  Expenditures  previously 
estimated  at  $650,000.00  would  not  exceed  $625,000.00,  and  reques- 
ted that  authority  be  given  to  proceed  with  necessary  construction 
of  a cloakroom  for  the  Cafeteria  at  a cost  of  $6,000.00,  and  alter- 
ations and  equipment  for  the  Recreation  Hall  at  a cost  of  ^?12,000.

: Report  Number  161  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee was  presented  as  follows:- 

”The  Finance  Comiiittee  begs  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors ; - 

1.^  Your  Coraraittee  transmits 'herewith  the  Auditor’s  Report 
and  Financial  Statement  of  the  University  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30th,  1945.  The  certificate  of  the  Auditor  shows  that 
the  accounting  records  of  the  University  have  been  examined  and 
that  any  necessar3'‘  information  and  explanations  have  been  obtained 
from  the  Bursar;  that  the  securities  representing  the  investments 
were  examined  by  him  once  during  the  3'-ear  and  found  to  be  in  agree- 
ment with  the  records  kept  bj^  the  Bursar;  . and  that  the  Balance 
Sheet  and  related  Schedules  1 to  10  have  been  properly'’  drawn  up  so 
as  to  show  the  financial  position  of  the  Universitj’’  and  the  results 
of  its  operations.  Your  Committee  recomiaends  that  the  report  be 
approved  by  the  Board. 

8.  Your  Corariittee  has  considered  the  Report  on  Administrative 
Organization  of  the  University,  prepared  by  Messrs.  Clarkson, 
Gordon,  Dilworth  & Nash  under  date  of  January  Slst,  1946,  and  sub- 
mits for  the  Board’s  approval  and  endorsation  the  following  recom- 
mendations ; -

4.  That  so  far  as  possible  the  accounting  v/ork  pre- 
sently done  by  the  Superintendent  be  taken  over  by  the 
accounting  office,  it  being  understood  that  certain  changes 
in  the  accounting  system  will  be  necessary  to  provide  the 
information  whicli  the  Superintendent  requires. 

5.  That  the  Comptroller  study  the  present  purchasing 
S3^stem  with  a view  to  eliminating  duplication  of  vrork, 

6.  That  the  President  delegate  to  the  Comptroller 
the  supervision  of  the  business  administration  of  the 
Registrar’s  Office. 

3, ^ Your  Committee  has  also  considered  the  Report  on  Invest- 
ments and  Trusts  of  the  University,  prepared  by  Messrs.  Clarkson, 
Gordon,  Dilworth  k Nash  under  date  of  January  15th,  1946.  The 
follov/ing  recommendations  are  presented  to  the  Board 

1.  That  the  trust  funds  of  the  University  be  kept 
senarate  from  other  funds;  that  a trust  bank  account  be 
opened  and  that  all  transactions  affecting  trust  accounts 
be  cleared  through  this  bank  account. 

2.  That  certain  balances  carried  as  trust  accounts 
bv  the  University  (and  referred  to  in  the  Solicitor’s 
report  of  11th  December,  1939)  should  be  treated  as  non- 
trust liabilities  or  appropriations  of  surplus. 
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3.  That  all  trust  securities  be  pooled  except 
where  there  are  restrictions  in  the  document  establish 
ing  the  trust. 

4.  That  in  cases  v;here  future  donors  are  anxious 
to  receive  a guarantee  of  a fixed  rate  for  a period  of 
j^’ears,  the  Board  agree  to  allow  to  endowments  the  cur- 
rent rate  of  interest  on,  and  for  the  period  of,  long 
term  Government  bonds  and  that  in  all  other  cases 
trusts  be  credited  with  the  average  rate  of  interest 
earned  on  the  pooled  investments  each  jz-ear. 

5.  That  in  cases  v/here  specific  securities  have 
presently  been  allocated  to  trusts,  the  rates  of  inter 
est  which  will  be  earned  from  now  until  the  date  of 
maturit3^  of  present  holdings  be  guaranteed  to  the 
trust , 

6.  That  the  short  tern  securities  should  be  sold 
and  that  portion  of  the  premium  which  represents  a re- 
duction in  future  .interest  income  be  carried  to  a de- 
ferred interest  account;  the  balance  be  carried  to 
the  credit  of  the  applicable  trust  if  securities  had 
previousl3’’  been  allocated  to  a trust  or  to  a reserve 
for  investments  if  the  securities  were  part  of  the 
unallocated  Universit3z  holdings. 

7.  That  physical  control  should  be  acquired  of 
certain  investments  now  owned  b3'-  subsidiary'-  bodies 
of  the  University. 

8.  That  the  University’s  investments  be  restric- 
ted to  trustee  securities  but  that  the  retention  or 
sale  of  the  presently  held  non-trustee  securities 
should  be  further  considered  and  determined  b3’-  a sub- 
committee of  t}ie  Finance  Committee  to  be  appointed. 

9.  That  various  changes  (as  set  out  in  the  re- 
port of ‘Messrs.  Clarkson,  Gordon,  Dilworth  8c.  Nash) 
be  made  in  accounting  practices  in  order  to  reduce 
the  time  presently  spent  b3'-  the  Bursar’s  staff  in 
accounting  for  investments  and  investment  income.

"It  was  moved  by  the  Chancellor,  the  Hon.  Dr.  H.  J.  Cody, 

Seconded  by  the  Hon.  Dr.  H.  A.  Bruce, 

And  Resolved  - 

That  the  Governors  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  place  on  record  their  sense  of  the  deep  loss  sustained 
by  the  University,  as  well  as  by  the  whole  Province  and  Domin- 
ion, through  the  sudden  passing  of  their  colleague,  the  Hon. 
George  Howard  Ferguson,  and  express  to  Mrs.  Ferguson  their 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  her  bereavement. 

A graduate  of  this  University  in  1891,  he 
was  called  to  the  Bar  of  Ontario,  became  a member  of  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly  of  the  Province,  a member  of  the  Cabinet  as 
Minister  of  Lands,  Forests  and  Mines,  the  Prime  Minister  of 
the  Province  and  High  Comiaissioner  for  Canada  in  Great  Britain. 

In  every  office  he  held  he  rendered  faithful  and  constructive 
service  to  his  King  and  country.  He  loved  and  believed  in 
Canada,  the  land  of  his  birth,  and  in  the  British  Empire,  whose 
beneficent  influence  in  the  world  was  one  of  his  most  deeply 
rooted  convictions. 

On  his  return  to  Canada  he  became  a Gover- 
nor of  this  University  and  last  May  accepted  the  Chancellorship 
of  the  University  of  V/estern  Ontario.  To  his  Alma  Mater  he  was 
always  loyal  and  helpful.  To  his  vision,  imagination  and  gener- 
osity, this  Unlversit3/-  owes  generous  annual  maintenance  grants 
and  great  buildings,  such  as  the  Anatomy  building,  the  Botanic- 
al building,  the  addition  to  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  and  the 
Banting  Institute.  Of  the  Ontario  Research  Foundation  he  was 
the  author.  To  Research  he  gave  constant  and  understanding 
support . 
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As  a colleague  on  this  Board,  the  (Jover- 
nors  remember  him  gratefully  for  his  wise  advice,  his  bal- 
anced judgment  , his  far-seeing  views,  his  delightful  humour, 
his  staunch  friendship,  his  lovable  character.  He  was  one 
who  loved  his  fellow-men,  and  in  turn  was  loved  and  respec- 
ted by  them.  His  example  of  service  in  public  and  in  pri- 
vate, on  great  occasions  and  in  daily  life  is  a challenge 
to  his  fellow  citizens  to  go  and  do  likewise.”

”It  was  moved  by  the  Chancellor,  the  Hon.  Dr.  H.  J.  Cody, 
Seconded  by  Robert  A.  Bryce,  Esq., 

And  Resolved  - 

That  the  Governors  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  hereby  record  their  appreciation  of  the  work  and  in- 
fluence of  Dr.  Clifton  Durant  Howe,  Dean  Emeritus  of  the 
Faculty  of  Forestry,  who  passed  away  on  February  2End  of 
this  year,  and  offer  their  sympathy  to  his  wife  and  daughter. 

A native  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  edu- 
cated at  the  Universities  of  Vermont  and  Chicago,  and  exper- 
ienced as  an  assistant  professor  in  the  Biltmore  Forestry 
School  near  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  he  joined  the  teach- 
ing staff  of  our  Faculty  of  Forestry  in  1908.  This  was  the 
first  school  of  Forestry  in  Canada;  under  the  headship  of 
Dr.  B.  E.  Fernow  it  had  been  established  only  in  the  pre- 
vious year. 

In  the  first  decade  of  his  work  Dr. 

Howe  matured  his  teaching  ability;  spent  his  summers  in 
forestry,  field  work  in  different  parts  of  Canada;  and 
initiated,  under  the  Ottawa  Commission  of  Conservation, 
the  necessary  policy  of  basic  forest  research  by  govern- 
mental forest  administrations.  He  is  regarded  as  the 
father  of  the  principle  of  the  permanent  sample  plot  in 
such  work  in  Canada. 

In  1919  he  was  appointed  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Forestry.  During  his  tenure  of  office  the  new 
Forestry  building  was  erected  and  equipped  to  provide  the 
best  type  of  forestry  instruction  both  in  theory  and  prac- 
tice. At  the. close  of  his  career  as  Dean  he  had  the  pri- 
vilege of  seeing  realized  his  dream  of  an  adequate  Univer- 
sity practice  forest  for  his  students.  He  took  a leading 
part  in  educating  the  public  to  the  need  for  sound  fores- 
try principles  in  handling  our  great  forest  resources.  By 
speech  and  by  pen  he  carried  on  this  work.  A man  of  ster- 
ling integrity,  he  won  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all 
the  organizations  concerned  with  the  professional  practice 
of  forestry,  and  also  of  the  great  commercial  concerns  en- 
gaged in  the  development  of  wood  products  and  in  lumbering. 
Full  of  years  and  honours,  he  retired  in  1941.  In  recogni- 
tion of  his  great  constructive  contribution  to  this  Univer- 
sity by  his  teaching,  and  to  this  country  by  his  public 
service,  the  University  of  Toronto  conferred  upon  him  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  honoris  causa  on  the  third  day  of  June, 

1943.”

The  undersigned  were  appointed  a Committee  to  con- 
sider, with  recommendation  back  to  you,  the  subject  of  suit- 
able publicity  in  the  matter  of  availability  of  the  McCharles 
Prize, 

We  now  report  as  follows :- 
1.  A statement  as  per  the  following  be  issued :- 

$1.000  Prize  for  Invention  and  Research 

’The  McCharles  Prize  of  $1,000  is  available  for  award  in  the 
near  future.  The  conditions  governing  the  Prize  are  as  fol- 
lows : — 

(1)  To  any  Canadian  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the 
other  and  whether  student  or  not,  who  invents  or  discovers 
any  new  and  improved  process  for  the  treatment  of  Canadian 
ores  or  minerals  of  any  kind,  after  such  process  has  been 
proved  to  be  of  special  merit  on  a practical  scale; 


j 
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(2)  or  for  any  important  discovery,  invention  or  device 
by  any  Canadian  that  will  lessen  the  dangers  and  loss  of 
life  in  connection  with  the  use  of  electricity  in  supply- 
ing power  and  light; 

(3)  or  for  any  marked  public  distinction  achieved  by  any 
Canadian  in  scientific  research  in  any  useful  practical 
line . 

The  Prize  is  offered  through  a bequest  of  the  late 
AEneas  McCharles  and  is  awarded  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  University/-  of  Toronto, 

A Committee  will  likely  be  giving  consideration  to 
an  award  of  this  Prize  early  in  1946. 

Every  candidate  must  be  proposed  in  v/riting  by  some 
duly  qualified  person  other  than  the  candidate. 

Any  discovery  or  invention  claimed  must  be  proved 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  award  body,  to  possess  the 
special  practical  merit  indicated  by  the  terms  of  the 
bequest. 

List  of  winners  of  the  Prize :- 

Mr.  T.  L,  V/illson  of  Ottawa,  won  the  first  award 
in  1909  for  the  invention  of  a process  of  manufacturing  in 
a commercial  way  the  carbide  of  calcium  which  is  used  in 
the  production  of  acet3/-iene  gas. 

Professor  S.  F.  Kirkpatrick  won  the  award  in  1917 
for  the  invention  of  a new  and  improved  process  for  the 
precipitation  of  silver  from  its  solution  in  the  ores  of 
Cobalt,  and  also  for  a process  for  the  separation  of 
cobalt  and  nickel  in  solutions  made  from  Cobalt  ores. 

Mr.  S.  G.  Bla\/-lock  of  the  Consolidated  Mining  & 
Smelting  Company  of  Canada  won  the  award  in  1924  for  his 
achievements  in  connection  with  the  production  of  electro- 
lytic zinc  and  the  solving  of  the  difficulty  of  treating 
complex  lead,  zinc  and  silver  ores. 

Mr..  R.  V/,  Diamond  of  the  Consolidated  Mining  & 
Smelting  Company  won  the  award  of  1934  for  (a)  contribu- 
tion to  the  solution  of  the  concentration  problem  presen- 
ted by  the  Sullivan  orebody,  and  (b)  work  in  the  Chemical 
and  Fertilizer  Department  of  the  Company  in  utilizing  the 
roaster  gases  from  the  Trail  plant. 

Professor  H.  V/.  Price  of  Toronto  won  the  award  in 
1935  for  an  invention  in  connection  with  the  regulation 
of  the  electric  power  supply. 

Dr,  D.  A.  Irwin  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and 
Dr,  W.  D.  Robson  of  McIntyre  Porcupine  Mines,  won  the 
award  in  1939  for  joint  investigation  in  connection  with 
prevention  of  silicosis  by  metallic  aluminum. 

The  last  recipient  of  the  award  was  Dr.  L,  Pidgeon, 
developer  of  the  Pidgeon  Process  for  the  production  of 
magnesium  metal  from  dolomite. 

Any  proposals  for  the  awarding  of  this  Prize  should 
be  forwarded  with  necessary  supporting  documents  to  the 
McCharles  Prize  Committee,  C/o  Mr.  C.  E.  Higginbottom, 
Secretary,  Board  of  Governors,  University,  of  Toronto."

Report  Number  234  of  the  Property  Committee  was  approved  as  follows 

’’The  Property  Committee  begs  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors: - 

1.  The  Superintendent  in  his  Memorandum  under  date  of  January 
25th,  1946  (copy  attached)  listed  the  new  construction  projects 
for  the  University  in  some  detail.  Resulting  from  a study  of  this 
report  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  building  for  Chem- 
istry and  Chemical  Engineering  should  be  proceeded  with  at  the  ear- 
liest possible  moment,  in  vievj  of  the  urgency  of  providing  suitable 
accommodation  for  students  who  are  expected  to  be  moved  from  Ajax 
to  the  main  campus  by  Autumn  1947. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  be 
requested  to  consult  with  the  Prime  Minister  with  regard  to  this 
particu].ar  building  which  is  estimated  to  cost,  with  equipment, 
approximate Ijr  $3,000,000.00,  and  that  it  be  suggested  to  the 
Government  that  the  University  provide  $1,500,000.00  from  the  Wall- 
berg Bequest  and  that  the  Ontario  Government  provide  the  remaining 
$1,500,000.00. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Superintendent  be  instructed 
to  call  for  tenders  immediately  plans  and  specifications  are  com- 
plete - this  date  said  to  be  between  February  15th  and  February 
28th,  1946. 

2.  Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  the  Superintendent  be 
requested  to  notify  the  present  caretaker  of  No.  184  College  Street 
and  the  present  caretaker  of  the  Chemical  Engineering  building 
that  it  will  be  necessary  for  them  to  vacate  their  living  quarters 
in  those  buildings  in  order  that  arrangements  will  not  be  delayed 
for  the  erection  of  the  new  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering 
building.  The  portable  building  on  this  property  which  is  accommo- 
dating the  Physiotherapy  Department  should  be  left  in  its  present 
location  until  further  notice. 

3.  The  question  of  the  proposed  Grosvenor  Street  site  for  the 
School  of  Nursing  was  discussed  in  detail.  After  due  consideration 
the  Committee  decided  that  - in  order  to  try  to  find  a suitable 
location  for  the  new  building  without  the  Government’s  having  to 
resort  to  property  expropriation  - the  President,  the  Comptroller 
and  the  Superintendent  should  study  the  situation  and  make  a fur- 
ther report  embodying  a definite  recommendation  as  to  location  and 
as  to  the  urgency  of  immediate  action. 
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4.  In  view  of  the  extensive  building  programme  contem- 
plated by  the  University,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Power  Plant 
should  merit  a great  deal  of  study.  V/ith  a view  to  accommo- 
dating buildings  contemplated  in  the  immediate  future  and  as 
a temporary  measure  it  was  suggested  that  the  Superintendent 
be  requested  to  submit  a report  on  the  maximiim  capacity  of 
the  present  Plant  both  from  a heating  and  lighting  standpoint, 
and  also  the  condition  of  the  Plant. 

It  is  recommended  also  that  the  Superintendent  be  re- 
quested to  submit  a report  on  a new  Power  Plant  v/hich  might 
accommodate  the  needs  of  all  the  buildings  contemplated.  It 
is  recommended  that  a competent  consulting  engineer  be  en- 
gaged for  this  work  and  inasmuch  as  no  local  consulting  en- 
gineers would  seem  to  have  had  recent  experience  in  the  in- 
stallation of  such  a Plant  the  Superintendent  should  give 
study  to  the  matter  and  recommend  to  the  Committee  such  an 
engineering  firm. 

5.  The  Superintendent  reported  that  plans  are  presently 
being  prepared  in  connection  v;ith  the  extension  to  the 
Physics  building  and  that  estimates  of  building  costs  will 
be  forthcoming  in  the  near  future. 

6.  It  was  recommended  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
while  interviewing  the  Prime  Minister  with  regard  to  the 
Chemical  Engineering  and  Chemistry  building  should  present 
some  sort  of  programme  which  would  give  an  estimate  of  the 
imraedlate  needs  and  the  long  term  building  needs  of  the 
University  in  so  far  as  they  are  known  to-daj;-. 

It  was  reported  by  the  President  that  the  immediate 
need  was  for  accornraodation  for  those  students  who  by  the 
Autumn  of  1947  would  be  returning  to  Toronto  from  Ajax.  With 
this  in  view  it  is  recomraended  that  immediate  consideration 
be  given  to  the  following  which  are  named  in  order  of  con- 
sidered importance :- 

(a)  Chemical  Engineering  and  Chemistry  Building 

(b)  Mechanical  Engineering  Building 

(c)  Extension  of  Physics  Building 

(d)  Central  Power  Plant  (including  transformer  banks 

permitting  our  own  generated  power  to  be  sup- 
plemented hy  Hydro -Coramis Sion  power). 

The  remainder  of  the  buildings  enumerated  on  the  Superin- 
tendent’s report  will  be  dealt  with  in  more  detail  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment. 

7.  Your  Comraittee  discussed  the  recent  publicity  given 
in  the  local  press  to  the  donation  of  the  Lee  Collection 
and  it  was  felt  that  with  the  utmost  tact  the  situation 
should  be  cleared  up  as  to  whether  the  University  had  any 
responsibility  as  a recipient  of  the  gift.  As  a means  to 
this  end  it  was  recommended  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
communicate  with  the  Right  Honourable  Vincent  Massejr, 

8.  The  Bursar  submitted  a list  of  properties  owned  by 
the  University  which  are  presently  being  used  for  other 
than  University  purposes.  It  was  recommended  that  some 
action  be  taken  v/ith  regard  to  the  disposal  of  these  pro- 
perties. It  was  reported  that  an  offer  would  be  coming 
at  an  early  date,  in  the  amount  of  $30,000.00,  for  the 
vacant  property  at  320  King  Street  V/est.  While  this  of- 
fer was  considered  with  favour,  it  was  felt  that  no  ac- 
tion should  be  taken  until  a definite  offer  was  obtained 
and  also  until  the  Bursar  procured  a valuation  from  an 
independent  source.

In  considering  the  above  report  the  follow- 
ing matters  were  discussed :- 
Clause  1 

The  Chairman  reported  that  he  had  received  a letter  from 
the  Prime  Minister  regarding  the  University’s  building  needs,  in 
which  he  stated  that  he  would  be  ready  to  discuss  the  matter  in 
about  two  weeks’  time. 

Regarding  the  suggestion  that  the  University  provide 
#1,500,000.00  from  the  Wallberg  Bequest  towards  the  building  for 
Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering,  Mr.  Bryce  was  of  the  opinion 
that  not  more  than  #1,000,000.00  should  be  allocated  from  the 
fund  for  this  purpose.  It  was  decided  that  the  Bursar  distribute 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  copies  of  extracts  from  the  Wallberg 
- Will,  and  Codicils  thereto,  dealing  with  the  bequest  to  the  Uni- 
versity, and  that  the  preparation  of  a report  on  the  matter  be 
left  with  the  Chancellor  and  the  President. 
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Clause  6 

l\/[r,  Duncan  raised  the  question  as  to  why  the  pro- 
posed University  College  Men’s  Residence  had  not  been  includ- 
ed in  the  buildings  required  for  immediate  erection.  The 
Chancellor  stated  that  he  thought  the  University  Co].lege 
Committee  should  be  enlarged,  as  previously  suggested,  and 
meet  the  Property  Committee  for  a discussion  in  this  connec- 
tion. 

Clause  7 

The  President  stated  that  he  had  been  informed  that 
the  Lee  Collection  was  a gift  to  the  Massey  Foundation  to  be 
exhibited  in  perpetuity  in  Hart  House.  Mr.  Borden  suggested 
that  the  responsibility  of  the  University  should  be  limited 
to  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  insurance  as  agreed  upon  by 
the  donor,  and  that  the  amount  of  fire,  theft  and  liability 
coverage  be  limited  in  dollars  to  the  insurance  value.  This 
matter  was  referred  to  the  President  for  consultation  with 
ITIf.  Massey  and  the  University  Solicitor  in  order  to  have  a 
record  in  documentary  form. 


Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Borden  considera- 
tion of  the  University  Expansion  Fund  was  again  deferred. 


Upon  motion  of  lir.  Gordon  considera- 
tion of  the  proposed  duties  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  defer- 
red.

The  Board  also  approved  of  the  President’s 
recommendation  for  the  formation  of  ’’The  Certificate  Course  in  Business 
Undergraduate  Association”,  and  the  following  arrangements  were  approved 
at  the  request  of  Dr.  Dunlop: - 

1.  The  transfer  from  the  University  College  Literary  and  Athletic 
Society  to  the  Certificate  Course  in  Business  Undergraduate 
Association  of  a sum  computed  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  for  each 
student  enrolled  in  the  Course  which  commenced  July  9,  1945. 
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8.  The  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  Certificate  Course  in 
Business  Undergraduate  Association  of  a sum  computed  at 
the  rate  of  $7.00  for  each  student  enrolled  in  the 
Course  which  commenced  December  3rd,  1945. 

The  amounts  referred  to  above  represent

The  President  presented  an  oral  report 
in  respect  of  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Univer- 
sity Training  for  Veterans  that  was  held  in  Ottawa  on  February 
25th,  1946.  He  stated  that  the  estimates  that  have  been  made 
by  the  officials  of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  indicate 
that  there  will  be  over  8,000  veterans  ...registered  in  the  Uni- 
versity during  the  Session  of  1946-47.  He  also  informed  the 
Board  that  it  is  probable  that  the  additional  costs  directly 
attributable  to  the  educating  of  veterans  receiving  benefits 
under  the  Veterans  Rehabilitation  Act  will  be  paid  by  the 
Dominion  Government  over  a period  of  three  j'-ears  or  longer.

the  President  to  members  of  the  staff  in  connection  with  the 
solicitation  of  funds: - 
’’Dear  Colleague :- 

In  its  progress,  the  University  must  con- 
tinue to  depend  not  only  on  governmental  grants  but  also 
on  private  benefaction.  The  funds  donated  hy  individuals, 
by  foundations  and  by  commercial  and  industrial  organiza- 
tions betoken  the  degree  of  interest  and  confidence  on  the 
part  of  the  public  in  the  Universit^^-,  The  essence  of  the 
Universitv  is  its  communitv  of  scholars.  As  I endeavoured 
to  state  in  mj'-  Inaugural  Address,  administrative  officials 
and  governing  bodies  of  the  institution  are  charged  with 
the  obligation  to  facilitate  the  attainment  of  the  educa- 
tional objectives  of  that  community.  The  administrative 
organization  was  established  and  is  maintained  for  the 
benefit  of  that  communitv  and  not  the  communitv  for  the 

V V 

administration. 

No  one  knows  better  the  needs  of  the  vari- 
ous and  varied  sections  of  the  University  than  the  respec- 
tive members  thereof.  It  must  be  recognized  that  man3'' 
benefactors  have  made  and  will  make  gifts  for  bursaries, 
scholarships  and  fellowships,  for  research  and  for  the 
founding  of  lectureships  and  chairs  by  reason  only  of 
their  appreciation  of  the  character,  the  ability  and  the 
services  of  individual  members  of  the  staff.  Moreover, 
there  may  be  no  more  successful  solicitor  for  funds  than 
the  independent  scholar  whose  enthusiasm  and  vision  with 
respect  to  his  particular  project  are  contagious.  Any 
polic3/-  of  centralization  that  would  obscure  these  facts 
would  be  disadvantageous  to  the  University.

It  cannot  be  gainsaid,  however,  that  a multiplicity 
of  appeals,  unrelated  and  unco-ordinated,  may  cancel  one  another. 
Constant  solicitation  of  funds  from  prosnective  donors  may  dry  up 
the  reservoirs  of  generosity,  the  tapping  of  which  is  sought.' 

To  the  end  that  appeals  for  the  financial  support 
of  particular  projects  may  not  be  mutually  destructive,  and  at  the 
same  time  in  an  endeavour  to  encourage  individual  initiative  and 
resourcefulness,  the  Board  of  Governors  has  recently  enacted  three 
general  directives. 

1.  No  faculty,  school,  institute  or  other  organization 
of  the  University  or  individual' staff  members  shall  make 
any  appeal  to  any  prospective  or  potential  donor  or  donors 
for  financial  support,  for  anj^-  total  amount  exceeding 

f 1,000. 00,  of  any  undertaking  or  project  v^ithin  the  Univer- 
sity before  the  approval  of  the  President  is  obtained; 

2.  The  President  may  approve,  or  refer  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  any  appeal  provided 
that  the  amount  involved  does  not  exceed  in  total  ^5,000.00; 
and  that 

3.  If  the  amount  involved  exceeds  in  total  $5,000.00, 
the  appeal  shall,  in  every  case,  be  reviev/ed  bj^  the  Executive 
Committee  in  order  that,  if  it  is  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  it  may  be  endorsed  to  the  prospective  or  potential 
donor  or  donors  by  the  Board. 

The  approval  of  the  President  or  the  Executive 
Committee  will  carry  with  it  the  endorsa.tion  - not  merely  pass- 
ive but  active  endorsation  - of  the  Board.  The  institutional  back- 
ing thus  afforded  should  conduce  to  the  success  of  appeals. 

This  action  of  the  Board  is  not  designed  to  discour 
age  any  member  of  the  University  from  expressing  to  any  prospective 
or  potential  donor  or  donors  his  willingness  to  accept  unsolicited 
offers  of  funds  for  educational  purposes  which  are  not  subject  to 
any  abnormal  conditions.  As  in  the  past,  the  recipients  of  any  of- 
fers of  this  nature  or  the  makers  of  successful  appeals  for  $1,000 
or  less,  will  acquaint,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  administration 
with  the  good  news.  In  every  case,  cheques  should  be  made  pay- 
able to  the  University  and  not  to  individuals,  and  cheques  or 
securities  should  be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar. 

If  the  directives  of  the  Board  are  administered 
with  common  sense,  I am  confident  that  the  Universit^r,  as  a whole 
and  in  its  several  parts,  will  be  benefited  in  a v/ay  that  would 
not  be  possible  in  free-for-all  campaigns.  If  there  is  undue 
delay  in  considering  requests  for  the  approval  of  appeals,  it  may 
well'"  be  said  that  once  more  red  tape  has  strangled  laudable  under- 
takings. I promise  my  utmost  in  the  despatch  of  requests. 
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The  following  recommendations  of  the  President 

in  connection  with  the  Institute  of  Industrial  Relations  were  approved 

1.  The  establishment  of  an  Institute  of  Industrial  Relations 
pursuant  to  the  follov/ing  memorandum: - 

"Purpose  of  the  Institute 

" Within  the  University  of  Toronto  there  is  a place  for  an 
organization  designed  to  promote  investigation  and  research 
in  the  wide  field  of  industrial  relations.  It  should  seek  to 
enlist  in  ready  collaboration  scholars  in  the  varied  facul- 
ties and  departments  of  the  University,  bring  their  technic- 
al knowledge  to  bear  upon  an  economic  or  social  problem. 


.1 
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obtain  aid  whenever  necessary  of  first-class  experts 
from  outside,  and  publish  the  results  of  its  research. 

As  is  fitting  for  an  institution  within  the  provincial 
university,  the  organization  might  devote  special  atten- 
tion to  problems  in  Ontario,  and  thereby  render  a dir- 
ect service  to  the  people  of  the  Province,  The  purpose 
of  the  organization  is  described  in  wide  and  generous 
terms  by  intent.  Abundant  suggestions  are  made  that 
the  University  should  sponsor  special  studies  in  many 
matters  of  social  and  economic  concern,  such  as  indus- 
trial relations.  These  suggestions  sometimes  take  the 
form  that  within  the  University  new  departments  should 
be  instituted  to  promote  the  studies  in  question,  des- 
pite the  fact  that  at  present  there  is  an  adequate 
number  of  departments  for  the  analysis  of  almost  any 
major  question  if  their  energies  can  be  collectively 
focused  upon  it.  While  there  is  doubtless  need  of 
additional  men  on  the  staff  with  conspicuous  research 
capacity,  there  is  less  need  for  new  departments  than 
for  co-ordination  in  the  work  of  those  alread3^  exist- 
ing. Herein  an  Institute,  such  as  that  described  in 
the  present  memorandum,  can  perform  a valuable  work  by 
examining  proposals  for  social  and  economic  investiga- 
tion submitted  to  the  University,  deciding  what  pro- 
posals should  be  acted  upon,  and  prescribing  the  meth- 
ods of  studj^  or  investigation.  It  should  of  course 
not  merely  await  the  submission  of  recommendations, but 
zealousljr  apply  itself  to  the  task  of  extending  re- 
search as  it  deems  wise. 

Organization 

A simple  organization  would  be  the  most  effective 
for  the  purpose  in  hand,  and  might  consist  of  a small 
Inter-departmental  Committee  constituted  from  senior 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  in  those  departments 
interested  in  the  purposes  of  the  Institute  and  cap- 
able of  lending  it  assistance.  It  is  contemplated 
that  the  Committee  might  subsequently  take  responsib- 
ility for  research  in  other  economic  and  social  fields 
if  financial  support  for  such  studies  is  forthcoming. 

It  maj^  be  that  it  would  be  found  advantageous  to  have 
an  Jlonorary  Advisory  Council,  composed  of  representa- 
tive citizens  from  various  v/alks  of  life,  who  v/ould 
publicl^^  sponsor  the  Institute  and  give  assistance 
and  guidance  but  who  would  not  be  expected  to  direct 
its  current  work. 

It  is  proposed  that  there  should  be  appointed  a 
full-time  Director  of  the  Institute  who  will  initiate, 
conduct  or  co-ordinate  research  work  and  be  respon- 
sible for  proposing  and  developing  studies  in  the 
field  of  Industrial  Relations.  The  Director  may  en- 
gage in  consulting  work  at  the  invitation  of  organiz- 
ations outside  the  University.  Any  retainer  or  hon- 
orariiua  for  such  services  shall  be  paid  to  the  Uni- 
versitjT-  for  the  credit  of  the  Institute.  The  Direc- 
tor of  the  Institute  shall  not  be  permitted  to  act 
on  conciliation  boards  or  as  a referee  in  wage  dis- 
putes. 
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Finance 

The  University,  aided  as  it  is  by  the  Government  of  the 
Province,  must  financially  as  in  other  wa3^s  be  resnonsible  for 
the  Institute.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  once  established,  the 
American  foundations  which  are  zealous  in  furthering  research 
might  render  assistance;  aid  might  slso  be  obtained  from  pri- 
vate citizens  and  corporations  within  Canada,  The  more  gener- 
ously special  funds  were  obtained  for  research,  the  lighter 
would  be  the  burden  of  the  Institute  upon  general  university 
finances. 

A primary  financial  need  v/ould  be  that  of  providing  re- 
search fellowships  for  c ompetent  students,  tenable  ejther  by 
graduates  registered  in  the  Graduate  School  and  engaged  in 
research  approved  by  the  Institute,  or  by  more  mature  schol- 
ars and  seasoned  investigators,  within  or  outside  the  Univer- 
sitjr , Financial  assistance  would  also  be  necessary  to  ensure 
the  publication  of  worthy  studies,  to  provide  advanced  teach- 
ing incidental  to  research,  or  to  make  feasible  other  activi- 
ties of  the  Institute,  such  as  those  suggested  below  under 
the  heading  of  Research  Procedures.  There  is  appended  to 
this  memorandum  a jrearly  budget  of  a tentative  character.  It 
should  be  understood  that  changes  in  the  amounts  allocated  for 
particular  items  may  be  required  in  the  development  of  the 
Institute. 

Research  Procedures 

V/henever  the  Institute  concludes  that  a given  subject  is 
worthy?’  of  extended  study,  it  should  then  constitute  an  expert 
committee  to  plan  and  supervise  the  research  over  whatever 
period  of  months  or  years  is  necessary.  This  committee  might 
conclude,  for  example,  that  the  best  way  to  study  and  bring 
fresh  light  to  bear  upon  a problem  in  industrial  relations 
was  to  constitute  a round  table  carefully  selected  from  labour, 
industry  and  interested  scholars  to  examine  the  problem  and 
publish  through  the  Institute  the  results  of  its  examination. 
This  method,  which  has  been  applied  with  considerable  profit 
in  Nuffield  Co;j.lege  at  Oxford,  is  particularly^  applicable  to 
questions  where  conflicting  and  complex  interests  must  be 
scrupulously  assessed  and  would  have  the  additional  advantage 
of  enabling  the  Institute  to  achieve  the  laudable  end  which 
Lord  Nuffield  sought  in  endowing  the  new  college  named  after 
him  in  Oxford,  nam.ely  that  of  combining  in  joint  and  useful 
study  academic  and  non-academic  minds.  In  other  cases  the 
Institute  might  decide  that  a proposed  study  could  best  be 
performed  by  commissioning  an  experienced  scholar  or  team 
of  scholars  to  carry?-  it  out.  No  rigid  procedure  need  be 
followed  in  every  case.  Indeed  it  is  very  desirable  to  pre- 
serve a wholesome  flexibility  in  the  methods  of  the  Institute. 

The  Institute  and  Teaching  Departments 

An  Institute  of  the  kind  described  would  not  conflict  with 
or  duplicate  the  work  performed  by  the  teaching  departments, 
but  might  contribute  to  its  enrichment.  It  would  not  be  its 
purpose  to  conduct  courses,  except  the  round  table  discussions 
mentioned;  that  responsibility  v/ould  primarily  remain  with  the 
teaching  departments.  But  it  could  possess  a valuable  function 
in  making  recoraraendat ions  to  the  teaching  departments  or  to  t^ie 
faculties  in  regard  to  intramural  or  extramural  courses.  It 
might  offer  constructive  criticisra  which  departments  and  facul- 
ties would  be  less  likely  to  provide  within  themselves,  and 
thereby  become  an  agency  of  intelligent  modification,  correla- 
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tion  and  stimulus  in  the  studies  of  the  University.  It 
would  of  course  seek  to  strengthen  the  work  of  the  Grad- 
uate School  in  so  far  especially  as  it  fitted  into  its 
own  sponsored  projects.  It  would  bring  together,  in 
collaboration  in  the  supervision  of  research,  scholars 
from  different  departments  and  thereby  achieve  a desir- 
able end,  far  from  adequately  attained  at  present. 
Moreover  the  teaching  departments  v/ould  be  enriched  by 
association  through  the  Institute  with  expert  research 
workers  outside  the  university.
